Tt appears that considcrablo annoyance 
haa +heon caused at Yokohama at the 
circulation round town of the contents of 
gome of the letters from the ‘ Dakota's” 
mails whick/were found open on Shirnkama 
beach, Tho Box of Chrios writes ag 
followa : 

In the account given’ Inst week of tho 
“Dakota” wreck, we stated that let tors 
had heen found on the shore of Shirpliama 
and ip the fields, most of thom open, sonte 
of them intact, A considerably number of 
lettors, documents, etc. wore eollected

Some 
of the lotters and, documents wore 
separated from their onvelopcs, and it 
was quite natural thut the finders should 
poruso them in order to ascertain: to 
whom thoy belonged. ,Wo hear, that a 
largo number of them were important, 
others humorous, some “pathetic, Ono, 
with no clua as to the addreswoe or 

. writer, caved considerable amusement 

around town. Subsequent happenings 
of a differont nature took all the humour 
ont of such proceedings. It seems 
several parties visited the wreck Jabt 
wook aid came across more lyttors. Wo 
do not know how many were secured, but 
on the best of authority wo hear that one 
letter at least. way made tho sourco of 
contiderable fun (1). Tho envelope was no 
doubt open, but we understand it was 
plainly addressed, while it was quite clear 
who wrote the letter. ‘fo make public a 
matter so personal is hardly honourable, 
and we cannot imagine what could warrant 
‘person or persous, in imagining ho or 
they had the right te puss around a letter 
of utinost privacy and make it the butt of 
a lauyh and jest. We learned mdse thet 
one indignant resident wrate a letter to 
the postal: nuthorition conee! ing the 
matter: byt we did net hoar what 
resulted from hia action. Tt is a aerious 
mafter, und we should he glad te know 
that ony information i gperated. ‘Tho 
wrock of the ‘ Dakota” has shown with 
greater emphasia than ever that the ‘oreign 
Departzhent of the local Post Ortice em- 
ploys clerks whe are poorly nequainted 
with the Kinglish language, Letters plain- 
ly addressed ts one firm were “sent lo An 
other, while we know of one ease where 
yen 7,000 worth of davumenta were sent 
to a party of an éntirely cliflerent name, 
notwithstanding the fact that the drafts 
were clearly ktamped with the name of x 
Jocal bank ‘and the BAL bore the naué of 
the eansignes in Jetters that neodeil ne 
inieroscape.
